Surrender, Gen. Phillips? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was disturbed by the sharp 
contrast between Gen. Phillips's 
article in Tuesday's Post-Dispatch 
(United States plans concerning 
strategic surrender in future war) 
and the list of candidates ‘and the 
recorded qualifications of same) 
which confronted me in the voting 
booth on the same day. 

With only a few exceptions the 
choice allotted to me in exercis- 
ing my privilege to vote was mere- 
ly that among several poorly 
qualified candidates who offered 
no positive programs — or no 
choice whatsoever. 

I deplore this situation as a sig- 
nal of political degeneration, and 
urge the general population to 
act constructively in the future. 

It is all too easy to chastise the 
public for apathy on election day 
(at 6:15 p.m. I was No. 114 in a 
reasonably large precinct) but it 
is equally correct to ask our two 
politica] parties how they can per- 
mit, much less support, many of 
the candidates listed on the bal- 
lots to remain as their representa- 
tives. 

The real danger to our nation’s 
future does not appear to be total 
material destruction from the So- 
viet (as noted by Phillips), but a 
continuing erosion of the voters’ 
desire for constructive and posi- 
tive government.

It is just as important in the session-end 
rush that bad bills do not pass Congress as 
is that good bills are not lost in the jam. Just 
now there is danger that some of the vindic- 
tive bills to rebuke if not to cripple Su- 
preme Court will get through while eyes gen- 
erally are watching the White House program. 

The sweeping Jenner-Butler bill, although 
reported favorably by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee, under Chairman Eastland’s promptings, 
has been set aside. But while there is no 
chance for passage of the whole Jenner-But- 
ler bill, one section of it has been lifted out 
and put through the House of Representa- 
tives, 241 to 155. This is the section, spon- 
sored by Congressman Smith of Virginia, to 
re-establish the states in the business of in- 
dicting, prosecuting and punishing people 
under state anti-sedition laws.

The Smith bill, which is pending in the 
Senate after consideration by the Senate 
Democratic Policy Committee, would cancel 
out the Supreme Court’s 1956 Steve Nelson 
decision. But, so its opponents believe, the 
Smith bill would apply in fields outside sub- 
version and give state preference over acts 
of Congress concerning almost everything 
from length of trains to the control of Indian 
tribes. This makes the Smith bill even more 
objectionable than the Walter bill, backed 
by the Justice Department, to restore the 
validity of the many diverse state sedition 
laws. 

Congress can pass such a bill. It can call 
on the states to compete with the Federal 
Government in tracking down seditious per- 
sons and in prosecuting subversive deeds. But 
legality is no guarantee of soundness. Since 
sedition is inherently a federal crime, it 
would be far better for the present policy to 
be continued—to keep the apprehension of 
seditious persons the responsibility of the 
FBI instead of making it the duty of every 
ambitious prosecuting attorney scattered 
across the country. 

A bill to cancel the Supreme Court deci- 
sion in Washington’s widely noted Mallory 
case is also advancing. In the Mallory deci- 
sion the Supreme Court voided a murder 
conviction because of what the Justices be- 
lieved was an unreasonably long delay be- 
tween arrest and formal arraignment. 
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The Justices found that the long delay was 
a negation of due process for the accused and 
a denial of his rights as a prospective de- 
fendant. They said in effect that while it was 
most desirable to convict those who engage 
in crime, it is more important to keep the 
processes of justice true to the Bill of Rights. 

One of the oldest and perhaps the most 
cherished of our legal rights—the right of 
habeas corpus—would be affected by a bill 
approved by a 9-to-2 vote of the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee. This is the right which re- 
quires an arresting or prosecuting official, 
who is holding a person accused or suspected 
of a crime, to briag the person before a judge 
or court for ciasibiiien of the restraint upon 
the person's liberty. Under the bill, previous- 
ly passed by the House. federal district judges 
would be virtually debarred from releasing 
state prisoners on habeas corpus writs. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
used good judgment in turning thumbs down 
on the Eisenhower Administration's bill to 
legalize the political control of passports. Sim- 
ilar rejection of most if not all the other bills 
to discipline the Supreme Court is in order. 


Urbanity Along Brush Creek 


Time magazine often paints a picture that 
is quite unrecognizable to people familiar 
with the subject, but it outdid itself in a fe- 
cent issue. In a piece which grew lyrical 
about the “moneyed U.S. farmer” as a pillar 
of strength to the national economy, Time 
reported: 

Says the proprietor of Knoust’s Party Shop 
in Phillipsburg, Mo. (pop. 170), noting. that 
farmers are among his best customers for 
cocktail shakers, blenders and bar glasses: 
“The farmer around here is an urbane host. 
The cocktail befere dinner is as much @ part 
of his way of life as it is in town.”

W here Opposition Is Needed 


The political atmosphere will be the health- 
ier for such speeches as Senator Fulbright of 
Arkansas recorded in the Senate on Wednes- 
day. The Senator’s address, read for him 
because of a temporarily impaired voice, was 
frankly, forthrightly, constructively, compe- 
tently critical of American foreign policy. He 
said many things that have been crying to be 
said. As in another fine speech on June 20, 
he expressed cogently and responsibly, co- 
herently and thoughtfully, an opposition view- 
point on foreign policy. 

The Post-Dispatch happens to agree with 
much of what Senator Fulbright said—espe- 
cially his demand for a sweeping revision of 
foreign policy and its execution. But even 
if we did not agree, we would welcome his 
kind of criticism as essential to the informa- 
tion of the public and the formation of a 
sound foreign policy. 

It is proper and desirable for a responsible 
opposition to avoid narrow, uninformed, par- 
tisan criticism in foreign affairs. But there 
is no reason why Senator Fulbright’s kind of 
criticism should be avoided in this field any 
more than it should be avoided in domestic 
affairs. Without such candid exchange of 
views, any Administration would tend to be- 
come flabby, careless, and self-righteous. For 
its own good and the country’s, it should be 
compelled to defend its foreign policies be- 
fore the bar of public opinion as it does other 
policies. 

These principles would hold good any time. 
They are doubly valid at a time when the na- 
tion is so plainly losing round after round in 
the world struggle. We hope Senator Ful- 
bright’s example will be followed by others. 


For Withholding 


The League of Women Voters of Missouri 
has issued a succinct and logical statement 
in favor of withholding state income taxes. 
The League notes that some five to seven mil- 
lion dollars are due the state each year from 
income tax evaders, by the estimate of state 
officials. It motes that Missouri taxes may 
have to be increased, and says: 

Before taxes are Increased the League be- 
lieves it is only just and equitable that these 
taxes are collected, and therefore it supports 
a pay-as-you-go plan.

Instead of Invective 


The U.N. General Assembly is now officially 
seized of the Middle East controversy, and 


heard to the point of weariness the stale and 
false Soviet charges of “aggression” in Leb- 
anon and Jordan. It has also heard the 
West's counter-attack on Soviet policy in 
Hungary, on “indirect aggression” by the 
Nasserites and Soviets. But the underlying 
problems from which the whole controversy 
grew have had too little serious attention. 
It would be heartening, though admittedly 
unexpected, if somebody in the Assembly 
debate could divert attention from 
the past to planning intelligently for the fu- 
ture. Who was to blame for the Suez crisis 
and the present crisis is not nearly so impor- 
tant as what to do to avert a third crisis. Col- 
lective measures to guarantee security to all 
nations in the area, to advance economic de- 
velopment for the benefit of the people, to 
encourage genuine independence while re- 
straining aggressive conduct—these are the 
real needs. Can the Assembly meet them 
where the Security Council failed? 


Senator Gore’s Smashing Victory 

If the renomination of Gov. Faubus in Ar- 
kansas was bad political news from the 
South, the overwhelming renomination of 
Senator Gore in Tennessee is the best of it. 
With returns virtually complete the progres- 
sive, forward looking young Senator led his 
Segregationist challenger, former Gov. Pren- 
tice Cooper, by more than 110,000 for a 
3-to-2 ratio. Since the Republicans did not 
nominate a senatorial candidate, Senator 
Gore’s renomination assures his return to 
Washington for the next six years. 

Few men have put their hands to as many 
good works in so short a time in the Senate 
as has Albert Gore. A friend of public power, 
a strong backer of the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy and the Federal Government's develop- 
ment of atomic resources, he was one of the 
exposers of the notorious Dixon-Yates scheme, 
which the Eisenhower Administration was 
eventually forced to disown after having em- 
braced and defended it. Reciprocal trade, 
the need for control of campaign spending, 
acceleration of* the highway program, the 
interrelationships of urban and rural dwell- 
ers, the updating of social security—all these 
have had his effective attention. 

The defeat of such a Senator would have 
been a black mark on the voters of Tennes- 
see. Their sweeping approval of him over a 
race-prejudiced reactionary is greatly to their 
credit. 


An Acceptable Tariff Bill 


The compromise reciprocal trade bill 
worked out in conference has passed the 
House and the Senate probably will follow 
suit. It is reasonably close to what President 
Eisenhower requested and what the United 
States needs if tariff policy is to continue 
to be a bulwark of foreign policy. And this 
it must be since trade affects the purse, and 
the purse has a way of affecting almost every- 
thing else. 

The President asked Congress for a five- 
year extension with authority to reduce tar- 
iffs as much as 25 per cent, and to make these 
cuts effective after expiration of the exten- 
sion. The conferees agreed on a four-year 
extension and maximum cuts of 20 per cent, 
to come into force as late as June 30, 1966. 

This is so much better than the Senate 
version that it is quite acceptable. The law 
generally has been extended for three-year 
periods. The longer extension was asked to 
enable the United States to negotiate with 
the six-nation European Common Market, 
whose members are to reduce their mutual 
tariffs by 30 per cent by 1963. It is, of 
course, important that the United States 
should be able to negotiate realistically in 
the situation thus created. The compromise 
bill carries a carry-over provision, thus mak- 
ing mutual tariff reductions much more 
attractive. 

Its weakest point is that for the first time 
it gives Congress the power to override the 
President on specific tariffs in so-called “es- 
cape clause” cases. Thus an industry dissatis- 
fied with the President’s rejection of a higher 
tariff recommended by the Tariff Commis- 
sion could carry its case to Congress. But 
since the President could be overruled only 
by a two-thirds vote of the House and the 
Senate, this may not be too troublesome. 

Certainly the compromise bill gives the 
President and his successor adequate powers 
to deal especially with the Common Market. 
Eventually this will be a larger economic unit 
than the United States, and this nation will 
have to take it more and more into its com- 
mercial considerations.

Little Rock’s Arbiter 


The Judge Who Presides In Appeal of Crucial School Integration Case

The oldest active federal judge in 
the country presided over the court 
that heard the Little Rock integra- 
tion appeal in St. Louis. 


He is 90-year-old Archibald Ken- 
neth Gardner of Huron, S.D., Chief 
Judge of the seven-judge United 
States Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit. This circuit embraces 
seven States—Arkansas, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, Nebraska, North 
Dakota and South Dakota.

Some retired federal judges con- 
tinue to accept special judicial as- 
signments, but Judge Gardner is still 
in regular active service. 

Outside of his judicial duties, his 
main activity is hunting. He is said 
to have a keen eye and a steady 
trigger finger. Every fall, when 
sportsmen flock to the Huron area 


for pheasant hunting, Judge Gardner 
takes time out from judicial cares. 

He dons hunting togs and takes 
command of a band of Huron associ- 
ates whé have been known for years 
as “Gardner's Guerrillas.” He is al- 
ready planning this year’s expedi- 
tions. 

Though he comes from a state 
where racial problems are remote, 
he has had judicial experience with 
the integration issue. His court has 
dealt with the Little Rock case three 
times, and each time has ruled in 
favor of integration. 

Judge Gardner was born in New- 
ton, la., on Dec. 3, 1867. He received 
his bachelor’s degree in 1892 and his 
law degree in 1893, both from the 
University of Iowa. 

He the practice of law in 
Greenfield, Mo., in 1893, but moved 
to Rapid City, S.D., in 1895. He was 
City Attorney for Rapid City from 


‘1897 to 1904 and State’s Attorney, 


in charge of criminal prosecutions, 
in Pennington county, in South Da- 
kota’s Black Hills, from 1901 to 1905. 

He also served as chairman of the 
Republican county central commit- 
tee in Pennington county and state 
committeeman from that county. 

In 1907 he moved to Huron and 
was appointed general attorney for 
the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
way in South Dakota. 

He appeared for the railroad in one 
of the country’s most famous con- 


demnation suits. The case involved 
right-of-way across 1500 acres of ir- 
rigated land in Butte county. 


The claimant asked $66,000 dam- 
ages and finally offered to settle 
for $24,000, but the railroad refused 
to pay more than $5000. The case 
went to trial and the jury returned 
a verdict for $3,475,000. 


In 1922 he was elected president 
of the South Dakota Bar Association. 
He has also served 
as vice president 
of the American 
Bar Association 
for South Dakota 
and a member of 
that association's 
Committee on 
Professional 
Ethics. 


He was appoint- 
ed to the’ Court 
of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit by 
President Herbert Hoover on May 
19, 1929, and has been Chief Judge 
of that circuit since May, 1947.

Why Make Hawaii Wait? From The Milwaukee Journal 


Advocates of Hawaiian statehood 
themselves are divided on the strat- 
egy of.timing the big drive for it. 
That as much as anything has worked 
against the chances for Hawaii to 
follow Alaska into the Union at this 
session of Congress. 

President Eisenhower describes 
himself as “extremely disturbed” 
that the Democrats in command of 
Congress have no plans to act this 
year; he reiterates that Hawaiian 
claims are fully equal to those of 
Alaska. That is agreed, and would 
suffice 1f Congress were a purely 
logical body. But it isn’t. 

The Territorial Governor of Ha- 
waii is of course Republican, since 
the President has the appointment. 
And he is leading a delegation at 
Washington pressing for immediate 


action. Interior Secretary Seaton is 
plu g away, along with most Re- 
publicans in Congress, who hope for 
two Republican Senators from Ha- 
wail. 


But Democrats currently command 
Hawaii, too, in its: legislature and 
its nonvoting delegate to Congress. 
And the latter has let himself be 
pushed into the position of preferring 
not to risk a fioor fight at this late 
stage in 1958, but to wait until “the 
ducks are all lined up” in 1959. He 
and Gov. Quinn's group are merrily 
snapping away at each other. 


What*holds back the Reenoeratin 
congressional leaders is not just the 
shortness of time and“ the press of 
other business. They also worry that 
Hawaii may revert to its historic Re- 


publicanism if it gets a ¢hance to 
elect two Senators, and they are not 
in a hurry for that. Lurking also 
behind the scenes is the Southern 
Democratic resentment of non 
coming to Congress from Ha ‘s 
racial mixture, and the fear of en- 
couraging more civil rights action 
thereby. 

All this is of course irrelevant to 
the earned. rights of Hawaiians and 
the righteousness of their cause. In- 
formal majorities in the two houses 
could force the issue if they were 
so determined, and let the burden 
of delaying adjournment be upon the 
opponents.

MOSCOW, Aug. 8— Adlai 
Stevenson said yesterday he 
had been unsuccessful in his 
efforts to get the Soviet Union 
to pay American authors whose 
works are reprinted widely 
here. 

He said that foreign writers 
were being “mercilessly ex- 
ploited” by the Soviet Union, 
which was using their works 
but not paying for them. He 
chided the Soviet- Union for 
its “many proud boasts about 
the protection of human beings 
from exploitation.” 


Stevenson has been retained 
by a large number of American 
writers to take up with authori- 
ties here the question of pay- 
ment of royalties for literary 
work published here without 
permission. In the past months 
he has met three times with 
Minister of Culture WN. A. 
Mikhailov on the subject. 

On the eve of his departure 
from the Soviet Union, Steven- 
son said the results of the dis- 
cussions had not been encour- 
aging. He said the ministry 
was “studying the matter fur- 
ther.” Stevenson was to leave 
Moscow today for Warsaw.

Dividends, 
Savings, 
Loans Up 


More than $7,500,000 in divi- 
dends has been distributed to 
more than 200,000 savings ac- 
count holders by the 39 mem- 
bers of the Greater St. Louis 
Savings and oan eague, earned 
in the six months ending June 
30, Robert Woodward, League 
president, reports. 

A league-sponsored survey 
disclosed record activity in 


savings and in home loans dur- - 


ing the first six months of this 
year, compared with the same 
period a year ago. 

The survey also disclosed 
that savings and loan associa- 
tions completed 5062 home 
loans in the first six months of 
this year, for a total of $70,- 
459.539, compared with 4431 
loans for a total of $54,482,734 
in the first six months of 1957. 

The dividend total of $7,607,- 
510, paid to 206,391 savers, is 
almost $2,000,000 more than 
the total dividends of a year 
ago, when $5,665,354 was paid 
out to 169,683 savers, the re- 
port showed. The June 30 divi- 
dend payments also repre- 
sented an increase over the 
$6,792,020 paid last Dec. 31 to 
187,864 savings account holders. 


Savings rose from $377,235,- 
650 a year ago, to $411,524,216 
at the close of 1957, and to the 
present record high of $454,- 
256,654 as of June 30, Wood- 
ward said. 

Total assets reported by the 
39 associations as of June 30 
reached approximately $517,- 
828.000. This compares with 
a total of $453,238,000 a year 
ago. 

Woodward said: “Savings and 
loan associations channelled ap- 
proximately $9,000,000 monthly 
into home building and buying 
in the first six months of this 
year to provide a stable and 
positive influence for the econ- 
omy of Greater St. Louis. 

“Another measure of’ the 
contribution the savings and 
loan industry is making is that, 
as of June 30, 56,663 loans on 
homes of the area were cur- 
rently carried by member as- 
sociations. This compares with 
52,050 individual loans out- 
standing a year ago. In the 
post-war period, nearly every 
second home in the Greater St. 
Louis area has been financed 
through savings and loan asso- 
ciations, and our industry rep- 
resents a half-billion-dollar in. 
vestment in Greater St. Louis.” 

Member associations also 
were asked to comment on 
whether they have noted any 
special trends in savings habits 
as compared with a year ago, 
and what prospects appear to 
be for home building and buy- 
ing, based on requests for home 
mortgage financing received in 
recent months. 

“Naturally there was some 
variation among members, but 
in general our members have 
attributed the increase in sav- 
ings to the recession,” Wood- 
ward said. “There are more 
small savers now than there 
were a year ago, and there is 
an increase in the number of 
savings transactions. Growth of 
~™ings has also helped to off- 
set some increase in the ratio 
of withdrawals to savings, many 
‘members report.” 

Marked increase in requests 
for information about home 
financing has been noted re- 
cently, and a sizeable num- 
ber of associations report pros- 

ects for home building and 

uying as “good” or “very 
good,” the survey disclosed. 

One association said: “Home 
building and buying seems to 
be on an upward swing, es- 
pecially in the moderate price 
range.” Another reported: 
“Building seems to be on the 
upturn.” 

“In general, our members are 
taking an optimistie outlook

$150,.000,000 More Now 
Available for F.N.M.A. 


The Federal National Mort- 
gage Association reported this 
week that $150,000,000 more is 
being made available for com- 
mitments to purchase low and 


moderate priced housing mort- 
gages under its Special Assis- 
tance program authorized by 
the Emergency Housing Act of 
1958. 

This action, taken with the 
approval of the Bureau of the 
Budget, increases the total 
available for this program to 
$750,000,000 of the one billion 
dollars authorized by the legis- 
lation. 

In previous actions, $300,- 
000,000 of commitment author- 
ity was made available for the 
program on April 4 and $300,- 
000,000 more was made avail- 
able on May 26. 

Under its Special Assistance 
program for low and moderate 
priced housing mortgages, 
FNMA issues commitments to 
purchase FHA-insured and VA- 
guaranteed mortgages of $13,- 
500 or less, covering housing 
on which construction had not 


started at the time the applica- 
tion was made for FNMA’s 
commitment. 

According to FNMA presi- 
dent J. Stanley Baughman, 
FNMA has entered into com- 
mitment contracts totaling 
$537,180,000 for the purchase 
of 45,092 mortgages under this 
program. These figures reflect 
FNMA activities through July 
24, and cover 24,019 VA mort- 
gages totaling $294,687,000 and 
21,073 FHA mortgages amount- 
ing to $242,493,000. These 
mortgages will provide for 45,- 
092 units of new housing, 
Baughman said. 

Commitments covering 1042 
FHA mortgages for $12,386,000 
and 2657 VA mortgages for 
$32,605,000 were made last 
week. 

Baughman stated that the 
funds are made available to the 
Association with the under- 
standing that the program will 
be reviewed from time to time 
so that additional increases can 
be given consideration, based 
upon existing circumstances 
and conditions.

“Some savings and loan asso- 
ciations, unable to place their 
capital as fast as they would 
like, are offering extended 
terms and requiring less equity 
in an effort to stem the down- 
ward tide of interest rates. 
Many insurance companies and 
some banks have lowered in- 
terest rates but are adhering 
with relative strictness to 
standards regarding quality of 
neighborhood, age and type of 
dwelling and size of loan.” 

Wide Choice of Loan. 

Within the wide choice of 
home loans available in the 
free market today, the study 
suggested, some families may 
wish a modest equity long- 
term loan despite the higher 
interest rate. Others who wish 
to keep down carrying charges, 
may prefer to make a substan- 
tial down payment and liqui- 
date other assets in order to 
qualify for a mortgage at a low- 
er interest rate. 

With respect to interest 
rates, the study found that in 
the last six months it has be- 
come possible “in a number of 
areas” to secure conventional 
mortgages on new homes or 
existing homes in good neigh- 
borhoods at 442 and 4% per 
cent. 

“Particularly noteworthy,” 
said the study, “has been the 
willingness (during- the past 
few months) of lending insti- 
tutions to invest in longer 
term, lower down - payment, 
FHA-insured loans” which car- 
ry 5% per cent interest. This 
is termed a factor of avail- 
ability “‘that is bringing home 
ownership within the reach of 
thousands of additional fa- 
milies.” 

For conventional loans on 
new houses, 46 per cent of the 
communities reported in June 
that the prevalent interest rate 
was 5% per cent, and 11 per 
cent reported that it was under 
5142 per cent. Another 11 per 
cent established the prevalent 
interest rate at 554 per cent 
and 31 per cent indicated a 
dominant rate of 6 per cent.

While the study noted “gen- 
eral improventent” in the avail- 
bility of funds for FHA- 
insured Section 203 loans, it 
observed that these gains have 
not yet reached some areas or 
affected the market for loans 
of maximum maturity. 


“Special efforts of govern- 
ment and industry through the 
Voluntary Home Mortgage 
Credit Program, the Federal 
National Mortgage Association, 
and the Certified Agency Pro- 
gram of the FHA are assisting 
home buyers, builders, and 
brokers in many areas, and the 
outlook is brightening for 
others,” the report showed. “In 
the meanwhile, however, and 
despite the volume of capital 
seeking placement, a backlog of 
housing demand is going un- 
met in smaller cities that could 
be soundly financed through 
FHA-insured long-term, low- 
down payment mortgages. 

Specifically, for loans on new 
construction with 30-year ma- 
turities, 65 per cent of the 
areas described the supply of 
funds as ample or moderate, 
but 35 per cent listed it as 
tight or unavailable if the 
down payment was minimum; 
26 per cent so classified it re- 
gardiess of the amount of 
equity. 

Mortgages on new homes 
with a maturity of 25 years or 
less, and a down payment ex- 
ceeding the FHA schedule, were 
said to be in ample supply in 
69 per cent of the areas and 
in moderate supply in 19 per 
cent.

The report said also that the 
supply of money for FHA 203 
loans on existing homes is bet- 
ter in some areas than that for 
mortgages on new homes, 
where the latter contain a 30- 
year maturity. Loan resources 
for existing homes being sold 
with a down payment greater 
than the FHA schedule were 
described as ample in 56 per 
cent of the areas and moderate 
in 32 per cent. With respect 
to transactions with a mini- 
mum down payment, they were 
said to be ample in 45 per 
cent and moderate in 36 per 
cent. 

The expansion in FHA Sec- 
tion 203 activity during the last 
11 months involving existing 
houses was pointed up by the 
survey which quoted FHA sta- 
tistics showing that in July, 
1957, 25,577 applications in- 
volving 26,407 units were re- 
ceived as compared to the 52,- 
109 applications on 53,734 units 
in May, 1958 

VA-Guranteed Loans, 


“Veterans in some areas are 
finding local banks and savings 
and loan associations far more 
willing to accept applications 
for VA-guaranteed home loans 
than they were six months 
ago,” the study reported. 
“However, the reluctance of 
most national lenders to re- 
enter this market because of 
the yield and the uncertainty 
regarding its legislative future 
has kept the over-all volume 
from rising to the degree that 
might have been expected.” 

For VA-guaranteed loans 
with a 30-year maturity on 
single-family new houses, the 
money supply was held ample 
in 10 per cent of the commu- 
nities reporting, moderate in 
25 per cent, tight in 16 per 
cent and unavailable in 49 per 
cent. 

With respect to G.I. loans 
with a maturrty of 25 years or 
less, the supply was held to be 
ample in 16 per cent of the re- 
porting areas, moderate in 28 
per cent, tight in 19 per cent, 
and unavailable in 37 per cent. 


VA-guaranteed loans with a 
maturity of 30 years on single- 
family existing houses were 
said to find an ample supply of 
funds in 6 per cent of the re- 
porting communities, a moder- 
ate volume in 22 per cent and 
a tight one in 18 per cent. 
Loan funds were said to be un- 
available in 54 per cent. 

Similar loans with a matur- 
ity of 25 years or less were 
found to have an ample supply 
of funds in‘12 per cent of the 
country and a moderate supply 
in 26 per cent. Funds were 
said to be tight in 21 per cent 
of the areas and unavailable in 
41 per cent.

The national index of aver- 
age value of farm real estate 
per acre advanced one per cent, 
Wells pointed out, in the four 
months ending March 1. “This 
was six per cent above March 
1, 1957, and a record high.” 


In explanation he said, “It 
seems to me that farm real 
estate was conservatively 
priced during the recent war 
and postwar period and that 
a considerable part of the re- 
cent increases represents a 
gradual closing of this gap.” 

Another reason listed by the 
speaker was that the able farm- 
er today often finds himself 
with the machinery and man- 
agement skills to handle an in- 
creased acreage of farmland or 
size of business. He said this 
was illustrated by the fact that 
some 38 per cent of farmland 
transfers during the last year 
were for the purposes of farm 
enlargement. 

“Other factors supporting the 
land market are the attitude 
of nonfarmers toward land as 
a possible hedge against infla- 
tion, as well as the increasing 
requirements of farmland for 
nonfarm purposes—real estate 
developments, highways, eta”

Love in a Crumbling Germany 


ERICH MARIA REMARQUE’S novel, “A TIME TO 
LOVE AND A TIME TO DIE,” has been made into a ro- 
mantic bitter-sweet film of a tender love between an ideal- 
istic young German soldier and a girl he meets on leave 
from the Russian front, amidst the ruins 
of the crumbling Hitler empire in 1944. 
(At the ST. LOUIS THEATER, where it 
is showing the phrase “And a Time to 
Die” has been deleted from the title for 
box-office reasons.) 

As did Remarque’s novel of World War 
I, “All Quiet on the Western Front,” this 
shows the revulsion of a decent young German soldier to 
the brutality and futility of war. “All Quiet” (also made 
into a movie, a memorable one, by Universal, the producers 
of this) was more grimly realistic and more powerful. “A 
Time to Love” approaches the horrors of war and Nazi 
ruthlessness more obliquely, but still effectively. Director 
Douglas Sirk has guided two new young actors, John 
Gavin and Lilo Pulver, very sensitively through the love 
scenes, and with some low-keyed somber Cinemascope- 
Eastman color photography in his outdoor scenes sustained 
a mood of defeat throughout. 

There are no battle scenes, A Russian woman guer- 
rilla is shown dying defiantly before a firing squad. A 
German company retreats in utter exhaustion through 
the snow. The snow is kicked off the face of a dead Ger- 
man soldier in a snow drift. “He looks like he’s crying,” 
says one soldier. “No,” says another indifferently, “his 
eyeballs are thawing.” Back in the rubble of the soldier's 
home town (actually the Berlin Tiergarten ruins) there 
is a mixture of hopelessness, cynicism and cheerfulness. 
The hero’s buddies (well played by Jock Mahoney, Don 
DeFore and Keenan Wynn) vary from the amiable gold- 


cruel. 

Similarly, most of the civilian Germans are presented 
as suffering people with decent instincts, and are treated 
with compassion, while the Nazi big-shots are shown rid- 
ing high and arrogantly amidst the impending ruin. One 
debauched SS leader describes with sadistic relish his 
scientific methods for murdering victims in a concentra- 
tion camp. A cynical song by a hard-boiled chanteuse in 
a plush night club frequented by well-heeled Nazis is in- 
terrupted by falling bombs. The well-meaning and kindly 
intellectual who did nothing to stop Hitler is represented 
by Remarque himself, playing a professor in his acting 
debut, But one wonders if this division of the German 
people into good and evil is too pat, From the objective 
viewpoint, one would like to trace how many of the decent 
people depicted so sympathetically voted for Hitler, how 
many cheered, or chanted “Sieg heil!” in the huge ral- 
lies in response to Hitler’s ranting. 

But, that aside, the story of the lovers is appealing 
and poi t, and the ending, where the young soldier 
meets death at the hands of a Russian guerrilla he saved 
from summary execution, is ironic, dramatically valid, and 
quite moving as the final touch to a tragedy of the times. 


Brigitte in a Bedroom Farce 


BRIGITTE BARDOT’s sixth picture to be shown here 
in seven months, and her first leap from the “art” houses 
to the bigger theaters is her latest, “LA PARISIENNE,” 
now on view at the ESQUIRE. To say that Brigitte has 
been over-exposed, both as a star property 
and persdnally, would be putting it mildly. 

The exposure continues here unabated. 
The comedy itself, in its outlines, is some- 
thing like the light domestic comedies 
they used to do in Hollywood back in the 
’°30s—a high-spirited willful young wife 
tries to make her husband quit his phi- 
landering by making him jealous. 

In this case she is the daughter of the French Prime 

Minister, her husband (Henri Vidal) is a diplomat, and 
the object of her attentions is a Prince Consort (Charles 
Boyer) with a visiting Queen. 
: But it goes to the level of the risque that Hollywood 
never dreamed of. In making up a Bardot script, one can 
see the scripters musing on scenes in which she can be 
undressed or in bed, or both. A bathtub scene here, with 
her husband snatching away her towel, two bedroom love 
scenes here, a bedroom farce scene there, a cheek to cheek 
dance with the Prince, with Brigitte wiggling at top speed. 
Then manufacture a plot to bridge the scenes together, 
with Brigitte wearing the ultimate in decolette in her 
dresses, and some racy dialogue to spice it.

Columbia U. Instructor 


JESUS MARIA de GALINDEZ .. . disappeared into

NEW YORK, Aug. 8. 


THE OPENING CHAPTER 
of one of the most baffling 
mysteries of modern times be- 
gan March 12, 1956 when Dr. 
Jesus Maria de Galindez 
walked into a busy New York 
subway station and vanished. 


A Columbia University in- 
structor and outspoken critic 
of Dominican Dictator Rafael 
Leonidas Trujillo, scholarly 
Galindez seemingly stepped 
from the face of the earth, His 
friends immediately announced 
their belief that he had been 
kidnaped and murdered by 
Trujillo’s agents. 


But months passed without 
developments until Dec. 3, 
1956 when a young American 
pilot, Gerald Lester Murphy, 
also disappeared, this time in 
Trujillo's own backyard, Cui- 
dad Trujillo, capital of the Do- 
minican Republic. Murphy had 
talked of having knowledge of 
the Galindez kidnaping. 


Because Murphy was an 
American, the authorities final- 
ly got busy. But despite inves- 
tigations that have been going 
on ever since by a federal 
grand jury, local police, the 
FBI and the United States 
State Department, there has 
been no solution of the Galin- 
dez disappearance or of the 
alleged murder of Murphy. 


Because of political ramifica- 
tions, the Galindez- Murphy 
mystery has become one of the 
most sensational in recent his- 
tory. Pressure is being brought 
for a congressional investiga- 
tion. 


A bachelor, Galindez had 
fought against Franco in 
Spain's civil war. He went into 
exile in France and in 1939 
took up residence in the Do- 
minican Republic. 

Employed by Trujillo’s gov- 
ernment in legal advisory and 
teaching jobs, he grew to abhor 
the excesses of the Trujillo re- 
gime and by 1946 was a leader 
in the anti-Trujillo wunder- 
ground. Friends, knowing his 
life was in danger, persuaded 
him to come to the United 
States. 

In New York, personable, 
handsome Galindez became 
well known in the academic 
world and began writing maga- 
zine articles and pamphlets at- 
tacking jillo. 

His 750-page scathing dis- 
sertation on the dictator, 
submitted for his Columbia 
University doctor’s thesis and 
later published in Chile, ac- 

Trujillo of, among 
other things, 140 political 
assassinations, including the 
unsolved murders of two Do- 
minicans in New York City. 

Besides his scholarly activi- 
ties, Galindez also acted as 
agent of the Basque Govern- 
ment in Exile. After his disap- 
pearance, the head of the 
Basque exile regime, for which 
Galindez had collected more 
tnan $1,000,000, stated the fi- 
nancial affairs of the missing 
man were entirely in order. 

How could a man of the stat- 
ure of Prof. Galindez have 
disappeared so completely? All 
that has been proved is that at 
9:30 on the night of March 12 
he finished his lecture in His- 
panic-American civilization at 
Columbia University, dismissed 
his class and accepted a ride 
with one of his students to the 
corner of 57th street and Sev- 
enth avenue. There he hunched 
up the collar af his dark-gray 
overcoat and walked through 
the snow into the downtown 
subway. 

Galindez may have reached 
his apartment on lower Fifth 
avénue. An overcoat found 
there may have been the one 
he wore to his evening class at 
Columbia. Police said an ab- 
ductor may have been waiting 
in the apartment. 

Galindez’s disappearance was 
not reported for five days. 
Then police searched his apart- 
ment. There were thousands of 
books, manuscripts and maga- 
zines stacked in the place. 
There were at least 80 filing 
drawers and in one drawer was 
a note addressed “to the po- 
lice.” In the note, dated Oct. 4, 
1952, Galindez wrote that if 
anything happened to him, po- 
lice should look for agents of 


the Dominican Republic. 

In December 1956 the 23- 
year-old American free-lance 
pilot, Gerald Lester Murphy, 
disappeared in Ciudad Trujillo. 

Gerry Murphy of Eugene, 
Ore., was a strange young man. 
Enthusiastic about flying since 
childhood, he made his first 
solo flight at the age of 16, the 
same year he became an Eagle 
Scout. But poor eyesight later 
kept him out of the armed 
services and a job with regu- 
lar airlines. 


In 1955 he began making 
charter flights out of Miami, 
Fla. In March 1956, he told 
friends he had met an impor- 
tant man, Maj. Gen. Arturo R. 
Espaillat, then Consul General 
in New York for the Domini- 
can Republic. Murphy quit his 
job shortly after that with the 
explanation that he had re- 
ceived a high-paying charter 
proposition. 

He rented a _ twin-engine 
Beechcraft plane for a month 
for $800 from a Linden, N.J., 
firm and ‘picked up what he 
believed to be a wealthy can- 
cer patient on Long Island the 
night of March 12. He flew 
him to the Dominican Re- 
public. ° 

After that Murphy’s fortunes 
improved. He got a flying job 
with the Dominican Republic’s 
national airline. He rented an 
apartment in Ciudad Trujillo 
and bought a fancy convertible. 

In the capital of the Domini- 
can Republic, Murphy met a 
Pan American stewardess, 
Celia (Sally) Caire of Wichita, 
Kan. They were to have been 
married Jan. 10, 1957. Then 
something happened. Gerry 
quit writing home about all the 
money he was making and in 
December wrote his parents in 
Oregon that he was coming 
back to the United States. He 
advertised the furnishings of 
his apartment in Ciudad Tru- 
jillo for sale. The day after 
the ad appeared in a Domini- 
can paper, his car was found 
parked at the edge of a cliff 
outside Cuidad Trujillo. He 
had vanished as completely as 
Galindez. 

Murphy’s parents, his fian- 
cee, the United States State 
Department and Congressmen 
demanded an explanation. Do- 
minican authorities obliged and 
the explanation they offered 
was a shocking one. They said 
that a Dominican pilot, Octavio 
Antonio de la Maza, had been 
found hanged in a Ciudad 
Trujillo jail. De la Maza had 
been arrested by the Dominican 
police and clapped in jail where 
he killed himself after leaving 
a convenient note saying that 
he had killed the American 
pilot in a sordid quarrel. Do- 
minican authorities suggested 
that de la Maza had dumped 
Murphy’s body in the shark- 
filled waters of a Caribbean 
cove after the quarrel. 

Little credence was given the 
Dominican explanation  be- 
cause, it was learned, young 
Murphy had done some talking 
before he disappeared. His 
fiancee had seen him the day 
before he vanished and he 
told her he had a 5 p.m. ap- 
pointment at Trujillo’s palace. 
Miss Caire also knew of Mur- 
phy’s strange charter flight. 
He had told her that he had 
guessed his passenger was not 


a “cancer patient” but the 
missing Columbia University 
instructor, Galindez. After 


drinks he had also mentioned 
the Galindez affair to others. 
The United States Depart- 
ment informed the Dominican 
Republic that it was not satis- 
fied with the story of. his death. 
Two months after Murphy’s 
disappearance, Life Magazine 
reported on the “dark interna- 
tional conspiracy,” involving 
Murphy and Galindez. The 
magazine presented results of 
its own investigation and stat- 


“Galindez had apparently 
been kidmapped and drugged 
in a New York subway station 
and hauled in an ambulance 
to an airport near the city. 
Hired by the Dominicans, Mur- 
phy had been waiting with a 
plane. Galindez was placed 
aboard and Murphy flew him 
to Montecristi in the Domini- 
ean Republic. There de la 
Maza with another plane took 
over and made the final de- 
livery of Galindez to Ciudad 
Trujilli. Murphy had careless- 
ly begun to talk and then he 
vanished. Then de la Maza 
was silenced by death.” 

After a flurry of excitement 


a New York subway. 


over the Life article, interest 
in the case again died down. 
It was revived in June 1957 
when Edward R. Murrow pre- 
sented “The Galindez-Murphy 
Case: A Chronicle of Terror” 
on CBS radio. Of about 200 
witnesses questioned by CBS 
reporters, 50 balked at talk- 
ing. Others agreed to talk 
anonymously or only with FBI 
protection. They said they 
were afraid of the long-reach- 
ing arm of the Dominican dic- 
tator. 


Trujillo was angered by the 
publicity. American tourists 
were avoiding his domain and 
spending their money in other 
Caribbean islands. In July of 
last year it was announced 
that he had hired two top New 
York. lawyers to investigate 
the Galindez disappearance. 
Morris Ernst, a lawyer usually 
identified with liberal cases, 
and Judge William Munson, 
retired state supreme court 
woe took on the job for 

While Ernst and his associ- 
ates were working on their in- 
vestigation, another develop- 
ment occurred. In Washington, 
a federal jury convicted John 
Joseph Frank of acting illegally 
as an agent of Generalissimo 
Trujillo. Testimony at the 
Frank trial revealed links be- 
tween Frank and Murphy as 
well as between Frank and 
Trujillo. 

It was known that Murphy 
had taken the rented Beech- 
craft from Amityville, L.I., on 
the night Galindez disappeared 
and landed in West Palm 
Beach, Fla., the next morning. 
But six days before that, on 
the night of March 6, 1956, 
Murphy and a friend, Air Force 
Sgt. Harold L. French, then 
on leave awaiting assignment 
abroad, had gone to the airport 
at Linden, N.J., to install ad- 
ditional gas tanks to raise the 
plane’s range from 800 miles 
to 1400 miles. At Linden, Sgt. 
French was introduced to “John 
Kane.” 


The prosecution established 
that John Kane was an alias 
for John Joseph Frank, With 
Frank at the airport were two 
men, one of whom was identi- 
fied as Gen. Arthur Espaillat, 
then Dominican Consul Gen- 
eral in New York. Espaillat left 
New York in May and refused 
to return to testify in the 
Frank trial. 

Reconstructing Murphy’s ac- 
tivities the night of March 12, 
it is believed he took the 
Beechcraft to Zahn’s Airport 
at Amityville, where night 
watchman Anthony Frevele 
told his relief man and later 
his daughter that he had seen 
an ambulance drive up and a 
man “who could not move a 
muscle” put into a wheelchair 
and lifted into the plane. (Fre- 
vele died of coronary throm- 
bosis in September 1956.) 


The plane then flew to Lan- 
tana Airport, West Palm Beach, 
Fla. There a mechanic, Donald 
Jackson, who told his story on 
the CBS radio program as well 
as to authorities, saw an “un- 
conscious or lifeless body” on 
a stretcher in the plane and 
also noted “a peculiar stench” 
he thought might have been 
“some kind of drug.” On Nov. 
12, the mechanic and his father 
were killed in a crash of a 
private plane on their way to 
Texas. 

Then where did Murphy take 
has plane? Most authorities be- 
lieve that he flew to Monte- 
cristi in the Dominican Repub- 
lic. 

After the conviction of Frank 
as a Trujillo agent last Decem- 
ber, the Galindez-Murphy dis- 
appearance again faded from 
the news. Then last June the 
State Department announced it 
had evidence to indicate a link 
between the disappearance of 
Galindez and Murphy. 

In a note to the Dominican 
Ambassador, the State Depart- 
ment said “sufficient evidence 
has now béen uncovered to in- 
dicate that Mr. Murphy may 
have been connected with the 
disappearance of Dr. Jesus de 
Galindez . .. acting on behalf 
of or in association with cer- 
tain Dominican and American 
nationals.” 

Just two days later the Ernst 
report containing the findings 
of 10 months of investigation 
was issued. The report said: 
“No accusation connecting the 


GERALD LESTER MURPHY ... also 


Dominican Republic or any of 
its officials with the disappear- 
ance of Galindez is supported 
by any evidence. We find not a 
scintilla of evidence connect- 
ing Galindez with Murphy's 
plane.” 


The report cited “confiden- 
tial” reports from the Batista 
regime in Cuba which said that 
Murphy’s destination on March 
13 was Cuba and not the Do- 
minican Republic. The report 
also implied that Galindez dis- 
appeared by choice, that he 
may have been leading a dou- 
ble life and that he may have 
been involved in secret finan- 
cial manipulations. 


Life Magazine invited Tru- 
jillo to sue it for libel. 


The Ernst report had no 
more than been released when 
the case took its most startling 
turn. Murphy’s parents re- 
leased documents found by 
United States consular officials 
in Murphy’s apartment in the 
Dominican capital after he dis- 
appeared Dec. 3, 1956. 


The documents consisted of | 
a leather-bound, indexed note- | 
book, a pilot’s flight logbook | 


and a single sheet of paper 
covered with puzzling notes. 
Verified as to Murphy's hand- 
writing, the documents con- 
tained the name of Galindez in 
several places. The single sheet 
of paper appeared to list events 
leading we to Galindez’s dis- 
appearance and included names 


of others involved in the case. | 


The logbook contained the 
timetable of a flight to the 
Dominican Republic  corre- 
sponding to the alleged flight 
on which Galindez was taken, 
but with dates one week early. 
An entry in the logbook date 
March 6 showed a flight from 
Lantana to Montecristi. Offi- 
cials believe that the flight 
logged on this date was actual- 
ly made March 13 and delib- 
erately misdated by Murphy. 
The flyer was known to have 
been in Washington with Sat. 
French on March 5. His first 
flight in the Beechcraft was 


not made until days later. 
One of the prime seekers of 
a solution to the Galindez- 
Murphy mystery has been Rep- 
resentative Charles O. Porter, 
of the district in Oregon in 
which the parents of the miss- 
ing flyer live. Porter has re- 
peatedly attacked the Ernst re- 


port as a whitewash of the 
Dominican dictator. 
One of Ernst’s principal 


arguments in his report is that 
Murphy could not have flown 
to the Dominican Republic be- 
tween the time he left Lantana 
Airport in West Palm Beach 
the morning of March 13, 1956 
and the time he landed back 
in Tamiami Airport in Miami 
that same afternoon. 
Attacking the Ernst report in 
a speech in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Porter cited this 
particular argument, saying: 


“The FBI figures differently. 
In the first place, apparently 
unknown to Ernst’s expert, the 
Beechcraft airplane rented by 
Gerry had a nose tank.” This 
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missing. 


provided an extra 50 gallons of 
gasoline, he said. 

Porter wants congressional 
committees to delve into the 
entire Galindez-Murphy mat- 
ter. Ernst has volunteered to 
co-operate “fully.” 

Recently Ernst said: “The 
time has come for all the facts 
to be made known in connec- 
tion with the Galindez mystery. 
I had hoped that the grand 
jury, which had been sitting in 
Washington for more than a 
year, would have brought forth 
a presentment pointing toward 
the solution to the enigma. 
Frankly, I expected no indict- 
ments of the alleged American 
accomplices, because there is 
no evidence pointing to a crime 
in Galindez’s disappearance.” 

Not since Justice Joseph 
Force Crater of the New York 
Supreme Court stepped into a 
taxi the night of Aug. 6, 1930 
and vanished has a person of 
such prominence as Dr. Jesus 
Maria de Galindez disappeared 
so completely without trace.
